Governor James M, Cox will make 
rips into Kentucky during his 
campaign. His first venture into the 
state will be on October 7-8. Later 
in the month Governor Cox will 
make anther trip to Kentucky to ad- 
dress the workers at Ashland and 
Catlettsburg. 

The Democratic candidate opens 
his Kentucky speaking at Elizabeth- 
town at 0 o'clock on the morning of 
October 7. Bowling Green voters 
will hear him at 2 o'clock that af- 
ternoon. He will speak at Nashville 
in the evening. He leaves Nashville 
immediately alter this meeting to 
speak at Paducah at 10 o'clock on 
the morning of October 8.

EDITORS AND U. S. BONDS 

Missouri editors in attendance nt 
the 54th annual convention of the 
Missouri Pre«s Association, whom 
the editor of the Savings Herald 
had the pleasure of meeting, spoke 
kindly of the work the savings di- 
vision of the Treasury Department 
was doing in endeavoring to stabil- 
ize the Liberty Bond and Victory 
Note market, and to keep interest 
■rou n d in the other United States 
securities issued on the market. 

Dr. II u nry M. Whelpley. editor of 
Meyer Brothers Druggist, one of the 
most influential trade papers in the 
United States, was keenly alive to 
the situation. 

"Never a month elapses," said 
Dr. Whelpley, "that I do not use 
some of the material issued by your 
publicity department in our journal, 
nod I augment this with editorial 
comment of my own. 

"And I personally am practicing 
that which I preach. I am putting 
every cent I can possibly spare into 
the Liberty Bonds that the unwise 
are now selling below par. I am 
buying bonds of the Fourth issue, 
which are now quoted around 85, 



and when they draw interest at 4 1-4 
per cent on the par value I know I 
am making as good an investment 
as it is possible." 

Walter Williams, dean of the 
School of Journalism of the State 
University of Columbia, is also vast- 
ly interested in the financial situ- 
ation. 

'•Just how peopl e can doubt the 
value of the bonds issued by the 
United States government is beyond 
my ken," said Mr. Williams. "But I 
do know that the bonds are selling 
below par, and the thoughtless are 
apparently losing faith in their gov- 
ernment. Why is there any need of 
telling the public that U. S. Bonds 
are the best investment on earth is 
beyond me, but I realize the neces- 
sity of the campaign being con- 
ducted by the Treasury Depart- 
ment.." 

Many of the editors deplored the 
fact that the scarcity of paper and 
of labor made it impossible for them 
to print as much of the information 
on the U. S bond situation as they 
would like. 



LEAGUE CALLED THE 

MISSIONARY'S HOPE 

"Ratification of the League of 
Nations as the greatest aid to Amer- 
ican missionary work," was empha- 
sised a( every session of the eighty- 
eighth annual convention of the 
Churches of Christ in Kentucky, 
held nt the First Christian Church, 
Louisville. 

Declaring that revolutions in Eng- 
land are to be expected as a result 
of the conflict between capital and 
labor, and of the dissatisfaction 
over the manner in which the Irish 
question is being handled, that food 
is practically unobtainable in Ger- 
many and Austria, and describing 
conditions everywhere in Europe as ' 
"terrible," Dr. R. H. Crossfield, | 
president of Transylvania Univer- 
sity, who has just returned from a 
three months' study of conditions 
in Europe, said that "the only hope 
for stricken Europe is the League 
of Nations." 

"If the League of Nations is turn- 
ed down," the Rev. Dr. E. L. Powell, 
addressing the morning session, said 
'1th« crucifixion of Armenia and 
Syria by the Turks and Kurds under 
German leadership will continue 5n 
the land where Christianity was 
born." 

The League of Nations was again 
touched by th e Rev. Dr. M. A. Hart, 
Danville, regional secretary, saying: 
"Christ's purpose in the world was 
to make the nation as one," he said. 
"Our Lord prayed for an interna- 
tional mind and an inter-racial 
heart."

Springfield. Mo., that made so 
splendid a showing during the sco- 
lastie year of 1010-20 in the Thrift 
Movement inaugurated by the V. 8.

1. What in the Leagiip of Nntions, 
It is n union of the civilir.ed na- 
tion, of the world (formed by the 
Treaty of Versailles) — a sort of in- 
ternational society with hcadqunr- 
»ers in ;>wii»erinna.

The League seeks to bring about 
world pence— 

(a) By settling disputes between 
nations by peaceful adjustment in- 
stead of by war;

FIRST WARD: Beginning at the line of First Ward and the line of Beans Precinct at the West end of Holt Avenue, and following the center of 
the Street of said Holt Avenue to the Alley at the Green House, thence with the center of the Alley to Clay Street, thence with the center of Clay Street to 
Elm Street, thence with the center of Elm Street to West High Street, thence with the center of West High Street to Broadway Street, or corner at 
Episcopal church, thence with Broadway to Court Street, thence with Court Street to Maysville Street, the line between the First and Second Ward, 
leaving -the old outside boundary lines as heretofore, naming the two precincts so formed First Ward "A" and First Ward "B." All persons living 
North of the e nter of said streets voting m Precinct "B" of said Ward and all persons living South of the center of said streets voting in Precinct "A" 
of said Ward. 

The lines of the Second Ward of Mt. Sterling. Kentucky, "A and B" respectively are as follows:
